American Refugees Reach San 


Diego; Massacre Threatened 


Guadalajara Scene of Near Mass acre—United States Flag Insulted 
and Americans Chased Around the Street "by Enraged 
Mexicans—Soldiers Encourage Trouble

San Diego, Calif., May 1.--—Driven 
from thelr homes by an anti-Ameri- 
can outbreak, the result of the land- 
ing of American marines at Vera Cruz, 
269 refugees from Mexico reached 
here today on board the Germany 
steamer Marie, which left Manzanillo 
April 25, 

The majority of the refugees are 
from Guadalajara ond surrounding 
territory, others coming from Colima 
and Manzanillo. The feeling against 
Americans was so intense, that the 
majority of the refugees from Guad- 
aljara and Colima weve forced to seek 
the protection of the British consuls 
in those cities, Anti-American dem- 
onstrations were held at frequent in- 
tervals, The Mexican press was given 
over to the most alarming reports. 
Insults were hurled at Americans in 
the streets and threats of wholesale 
assassinations were made, 

Antonio Del Gadillo, governor of 
tne state of Colima, eoneluded a 
speech inciting Mexicans to take up 
arms with the exclamation “Death to 
Americans.” In Guadaljara, HW. bk. 
Perey, a Los Angeles mining man, en- 
tering a store there to make pur- 
chases, was chased out by the Mex!- 
can owners. In the street the Mexi- 
can yelled; “Mexicans! Here's a Yan- 
kee, kill him.” s 
Ran For His Life. 

A mob took after Perey and he was 
forced to run for his life He finally 
gained the hotel where 100 other Am- 
ericans were waiting to take the train 
io Manzanillo, 

While refugees from Guadaljarm, 
were at the wharf waiting to get thelt 
baggage off, a vessel thought to be an 
American warship was sighted, Great 
excitement resulted and a Mexican 
wearing a red cross padge rushed into 
the American consulite, tore from the 
walls two large American flags ana 
carried them outside, where Mexicans 
tore them into strips, spat on them, 
stamped on them and then set fire to 
them. As they were burning a Mex- 
jean flag was waved over them. 

The wharf was cleared preparatory 
to blowing it up with dynamite and

The front of the Princess Theatre 
will be a departure in design and in 
material of anything of its kind to be 
seen in this district. The complete 
front of the three stories will be 
faced with Kootenay marble and 
crowned with handsome copper cor- 
nice, The entrance front wil be a 
handsome panel of glazed mosaic, 
bearing the name. 

The entrance hill will be finished 
with a tile floor and wainscotted with 
plaster decorations and hardwood 
fixtures. Inside the theatre, several 
of the latest novelties used in this 
tpye of building will be installed. 
Some of the new appliances have al- 
ready arrived. 

Wilson & Herrald are the architects 
and tenders will be cacled next week.

TOOVERTHROW HUERTA 


Report Says it Was Thwarted by 
British Minister, Sir Lionel 
Carden

day in code despatches from the Mex- 
ican capital.

“THE UNWRITTEN LAW" 
PSYCHOLOGICAL STUDY. 


There did not seem to be a vacant 
Seat in the theatre when the curtain 
went up on Saturday night, and the 
audience justified the speech that 
Laurence Irving made at the close 
of the performance expressing thanks 
for the reception Edmonion had given 
him and his company, He spoke very 
highly of the work of the manage- 
ment, atage hands, and orchestra as 
being well up to the standard of Great 
Britain and eastern Canada, 

“The Unwritten Law” is a play full 
of strong dramatic situations and 
clever stage craft. The story and set- 
ting are Russian, but the Irving gén- 
ius for stage cffects is given full scope. 
The haunting air played on the plano 
by Sonia's little sister in the first and 
third acts; the thunder storm in the 
midst of which the young Ruasian 
student goes out with the axe under 
luis Usliliy buiivked cloak to execute 
social justice on the villainous Grom- 
off; the lighting of the scene in Son- 
ja’s room, where the figures of the 
actors are made to cast weird and gi- 
gantic shadows on the walls—these 
are all effects dear to the hearts of 
the Irvings, 

To understand the pyschology of 
the play one needs to know something 
of the literature on which it is found- 
ed. The Russian writers of the nine- 
teenth century were the apostles of 
the revolt against social and political 
oppression, In a country terrorized 
oy an autocratic regime, with a gag- 
ged press and a subservient church, 
theirs was the only voice raised in 
the name of social instice and free- 
dom. There is no book of martyrs 
more trag'~ than the lives of the little 
group of authors of which Dostoievaki 
was one, ‘Dostoievski himself, con- 
demned to labor in the mines of 6i- 
beria, passed the best part of his life 
in prison. 

Laurence Irving's dramatization of 
his book brings out the spirit of this 
revolutionary propaganda in the som- 
bre heroism of the young revolution- 
ary student, starting of with the 
theory that murder is an essential ele- 
ment of progress and then carrying 
out this theory on the licentious op- 
pressor Gromoff; the callous ferocity 
of the official tyrant in the person of 
Bezak, and the religious exaltation of 
Sonia, whose fanatical worship of her 
icons and images is brought into 
sharp contrast with the atheistic pes- 
simism of Rodion Raskointkoft. It is 
all very Russian; a clash of ideas and 
theories rather than of human pas- 
sions. What love interest there fs, is 
quite 
the dramatist 
tempt to emphasize it, 
tense, thrilling and 
pyschologically exatic. 

Laurence Irving as Rodion RasKkol- 
nikoff the Russian student gave a 
wonderful interpretation, especially in 
the great scene before the examining

Henry Crocker, as Bezak the exam- 
ining magistrate scored with every 
line of his part. His was about as 
perfect a piece of character acting as 
has been seen in Edmonton for a long 
time.

Send Bill Back to Commons, 

On motion of Senator Davis, the 
Senate decided unanimously to adhere 
to insist upon its amendments of bill 
No. 49, reiating to the Saskatchewan 
Central Railway Company. Senator 
Davis said that this bil. had been in- 
troduced into the Commons and there 
the time to begin construction had 
been reduced trom two to 1 years.

American Marines Gave Mexican 


Soldiers ‘‘Lafuga’’ for Killing 
an American Girl 


New Orleans, May 2.—How Ameri- 
can marines gave a squad of Mexican 
soldiers in Vera Cruz “lafuga” for 


killing an American girl was told yes- 


terday by First Mate Hullermann of 
the steamer City of Mexico, 


“Lafuga” is the Mexican fugitive 
law, which permits killing of escaping 
prisoners, 

Hullermlann, who witnessed the 
fighting, said that an American girl 
was being escorted to the pier, when 
Mexican soldiers fortified in houses 
along the route, shot her down, 

“The marines charged into the 
houses from which the shots came,” 
sald Hullermann, “and dragged out 
five or six of the Mexican soldiers, 

“The marines then turned them 
loose and told them to run, When the 
Mexicans dashed dow~ the street, the 
marines opened fire and every one of 
the Mexicans dropped.” 

Lionel VanPraagh, a writer who 
has lived in Mexico more than a year 
gathering information about the 
country, was one of the refugees who 
arrived here, He said: “The half has 
not been told of the outrages commit- 
ted on Americans in Mexico in the 
last twelve months—practically all in 
the territory outside of that controlled

MAY DAY PARADE OF

Force of 200 Policemen Charge, 
Crowd and Club Men, Women 
and Children 


New York, May 2.—With Chief In- 
spector Schmitberger close behind 
them, issuing vain orders for them 
to halt and return to their stations, a 
force of 200 uniformed policemen 
charged through the May Day gath- 
ering of Socialists and Labor unionists 
who gathered in Union Square yester- 
day afternoon to celebrate the inter- 
national labor day, 

The police charge stampeded 6,000

UNILWAYS ASK FOR 
INGREASED SUBSIDY 


Claim That Rate of 16°Cents per 
Car Mile Does Not Compen. 
sate for Cost of Operating 


Ottawa, May  1,—Codrrespondence 
subsequent to the recent increase of 
subsidy to the railways for carrying 
the mails is contained in a return 
brought down in the house yesterday, 
President Chamberlain of the Grand 
Trunk, points out that there are cer- 
tain considerations to be remembered 
in the future. One of these is that 
the rate of sixteen cents per car mile 
for full mail cars does not compen- 
sate for the average cost of operating 
such cars. It is further claimed that 
the rate of four cents per mile for 
baggagemen in baggage cafs is inade- 
quate and, further, that railways 
which have no.land grants should get 
20 per cent. more, as they do in the 
U. S. For the service between Mon- 
treal and Toronto, where several 
clerks are carried, the company asks 
to be paid the lowest commutation 
rate.

Seizure of Lord Nelson During War of i812 Yields Damages of 
$8,000 With Interest From 1819 to 1912, Totalling in 
All $26,00¢ 


Washington, May 2.—The proceed- 
ings of the Bri i-American tribunal, 
including the handing down of a 
number of opinicas, preceding ad- 
journment of the tribunal, were de- 
layed today by a call made on Presi- 
dent Wilson by Sir Charics Fitzpat- 
rick, accompanied by the British am- 
bassador. 

The first opinion read by President 


Fromage was a British claim, in 
which the United States admitted a 


collision off Sillery Point, above Que- 
bec, on October 29, 1897, between the 
United States steamer Yante and the 


British steamship Canadienne. The 
tribunal awarded $1,933.79 to the 


owners of the Canadienne, due prin- 
cipally for loss while undergoing re- 
pairs and the cost of repairs. The 
claim was a sum in excess of $8,000. 

In the next case, a British claim, 
growing out-of—injuries sustained by 
the steamship Eastry, owned by Bri- 
tish subjects while deliverying coal at 
Manila Bay to coal hulks owned by 
the United States, the tribunal award- 
ed claimant the full amount of 849 
pounds, with interest at four per cent. 
from June, 1901. The United States 
made but a perfunctory defence on 
trial, Justification for the accident 
was sought to be shown, however.

PRA CRUZ, May 3—-Conditions in 
Tampico are daily growing more eer- 
lous, according to Captain Baeckadder 
of the Ward liner Camaguay, which 
arrived here tofey fying the Cuban 
fag. Ho said the water supply had 
been entirely cut off and that the city 
was very filthy. The inhabitants were 
‘bordering on famine and prices were 
continuaily incre@ing, eggs fetching 
one dollar a pieces, potatoes and to- 
matoes fifty cents a pound and other 
foods in proportion, 

With the exception of United States 
Consul Clarence A, Miller and his as- 
sistant there are probably not half a 
dozen Americans in Tampico, aecord- 
ing to the captain. He said the cap- 
tain of the British cruiser Hermione 
had chartered the British steamer An- 
tillian to take off refugees and among 
those who had gene on board were a 
few Americans, He added that the 
barge Oswald Boyd had been char- 
tered by the Spanish authorities to 
take up refugees who were waiting 
in the river.

excellency’s adviser during his term 
of office. Princesa Louise, however, 
having sustained an accident in early 
part of her sojourn in Canada, lived 
mostly in England. Marquis of Lorne 
devoted himself to literary pursuits 
and was the founder of the Royal So- 
ciety of Canada, Among his own pub- 
lished works the “United States of 
the war(1885): “Imperial Federation” 
(18 “Memoirs of Canada and 
Scotland” (1884): Canadian Pic- 
tures” (1885). 

He was made UL.D. of Cambridge 
in 1902, and of Glasgok University in 
1997. 

The Marquis of Lorne returned to 
England in 1888 and in 1892 he con- 
tested Bradford for the Liberal 
Unionists. In 1895 he was elected for 
South Manchester, and he retained 
the seat until 1900, when he succeeded 
to the peerage. He has been governor 
and constable of Windsor Castle since 
1892. Besides he-is admiral of the 
Western Coast and is heriditary mas- 
ter of the royal household, Scotland, 
keeper of the great seal of Scotland, 
etc. His heir is his brother, Lord 
Archibald Campbell, banker, of Lon- 
don,
